Bricker’s Majority In Race 


For Governor 118,256 


Bt Th* A»**ci*t*d Prcm. 
COLUMBUS. 0., Nov. 22—Rob­ 
ert A. Taft unseated 
U. S. 
Sen. 
Robert J. Bulkley by 169,622 votes 
and John W. Bricker won the gov­ 
ernorship from Charles Sawyer by 
118.256 votes, official figures of the 
secretary of state showed today. 
Taft and Bricker paced a Repub­ 
lican victory which reached almost 
landslide proportions in the Nov. 8 
balloting. The total voto was 2.449,- 
404, an “off-year" 
voting 
record. 
The previous high mark was 2.249.- 
074 in 1934. Two years ago, how­ 
ever. in the presidential year ballot­ 
ing the figure reached 3,045.116.
